Questions from Selectmen Lombard elicited the 
information that the process w^ould begin July 1 (the start 
of the next fiscal year) and w^ould have no betterments on 
that bill. Abatement requests would still be part of the 
December process. Selectman Andrews wanted to know if 
bills would be sent on a timely basis and Ms. Mooney 
explained that the bill would consist of two coupons, one 
for each quarter to be returned at the appropriate billing 
time — therefore, there would be no increase in mailing 
costs. 

In answer to a residents' questions, Ms. Mooney 
explained that there would be no increased cost to the 
town, and in fact she was looking into an E-Bill system 
which would be less expensive for residents to use if they 
wish, and would be convenient for people who reside out 
of town for a portion of the year. The Selectmen were in 
agreement with the proposal to begin quarterly tax billing 
in FY 2005. 

At 7:10 pm, the board met again with Finance 
Director Judy Mooney to sign the Buzzards Bay Phase II 
Sewer Bonds. 

At 7:15 pm. School Superintendent Dr. William 
Cooper and Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman 
Andrew F. Lynch met with the Selectmen, Finance Direc- 
tor Judy Mooney, and Finance Committee (FinCom) 
Chairman Richard Gamache to discuss the proposed 
School Committee Budget which will be presented at the 
Annual Town Meeting. The Selectmen were most appre- 
ciative of this early presentation so that there would be 
time to examine, discuss, and make recommendations 
prior to Town Meeting. 

The greatest part of the discussion involved the 
additional request for a $269,000 override which repre- 
sents a 2 percent increase in the school budget. This

of their $90,000 goal. 

School Committee Chairman Susan Grosart said 
they have been working on the budget process but 
stressed that "unfunded mandates are killing us/' 

"We're looking at funding seven Special Ed 
children to the tune of $344,000/' Ms. Grosart said. "And 
it's not going to go away — we are responsible for all 
Special Education students from ages 3 to 22." 

With a projected $80,000 Special Education 
shortfall this year, Ms. Grosart credited the ORR Adminis- 
tration for getting $60,000 which only left them to makeup 
the remaining $20,000 in the budget. "But these children 
are going to be here next year, too," she said. "As the 
town approaches its spending cap, it's becoming harder 
and harder to find solutions. Last year we did layoff staff 
and none of those positions will be filled this year." 

"Once cuts are made on a lot of these mandates, 
in order to catch up, it's almost impossible," Chairman 
Jeffrey agreed. 

Noting that Ms. Hobson will be retiring this year 
after 17 years with the Marion school. Chairman Jeffrey

offered his appreciation on behalf of the board and town 
for all she's done. He then thanked the committee and 
school personnel for coming in to give them this annual 
update. 

"I do think it's important that the public be 
educated — it's very important to know where their 
dollars are going/' Chairman Jeffrey said. "We're in a 
pickle: we want good quality education and we have 
limited resources. I appreciate the Superintendent and the 
Marion School Committee for really trying to make it 
work with the towns." 

At 7:30 pm, Ms. Enroth- Whitlock noted that as 
per a vote taken under Article 9 of the 2003 Annual Town 
Meeting, $75,000 was allocated for the taking of land 
along the so-called railroad bed for the future bike path. 

"Attorney Mike Keough has researched this and 
he has an order of taking for numerous properties with an 
amount for each one," she said. "The money is going to 
come from the Open Space Acquisition Fund — $75,000 
which was appropriated at Town Meeting — and (these) 
come in at just under $75,000." 

"I do feel comfortable that we're doing the right 
thing here," Selectman Bryant said, making a motion to 
accept the order of taking as presented. The motion was 
unanimously approved by the board. 

"The purpose of the taking for municipal pur- 
poses is allowed, especially for something like a bike 
path," Selectman Bryant added. "Other communities have 
gotten into trouble for taking property for other pur- 
poses." 

The board next deliberated the selection of a 
Town Administrator to succeed Ms. Enroth- Whitlock, 
who plans to retire on or around April 1. 

"I speak on behalf of the Board of Selectmen 
when I say we really are sad to be doing this because Julia 
has done a tremendous job," Chairman Jeffrey said.

are sorry to see her go and I wanted to thank her for all

That being said, the board members said they 
whittled the candidates down to five finalists and would 
now narrow that field to three each. Selectman Pierce 
chose Mr. Dolan, Mr. Reed and Mr. MacDougall; Select- 
man Bryant chose Mr. Dolan, Mr. MacDougall, and Mr.

not looking at this as a disciplinary action. There are 
sometimes arguments and disagreements between 
departments (in Town Hall) ... I just wanted to find out 
how we can put this thing to rest.'' 

Again, Mr. Perry cautioned that if the board 
members were "contemplating any motion that would 
involve discipline'' of Ms. Coutu, they should proceed in 
Executive Session. 

"Someone has been accused of harassing another 
town employee ... if we're going to go any further I'm 
going to request that we go into Executive Session," 
Selectman Laboa agreed. 

Selectman Parker, however, voted against going 
into Executive Session. "I think this has been aired 
enough in Open Session (already)," Selectman Parker 
said. 

But Chairman pro tem Richard Nunes sided with 
Selectman Laboa and the board agreed to go into Execu- 
tive Session at 6:45 pm, upon the advice of Town Counsel, 
via majority vote (2 to 1). 

After an hour in Executive Session, the board 
reconvened in Open Session at 7:45 pm, with Ms. Parker 
resuming as Chairman, and proceeded with the Town 
Administrator's report. 

Mr. Huntoon noted that the board had been 
invited to attend a ribbon-cutting ceremony for the newly- 
renovated ORR High School to be held on Sunday, 
February 29.

The board also received a copy of the Annual 
Consumer Complaint Form from Comcast Cable, along 
with a report on complaints filed from Rochester users.

The board explained that Mr. Hartley just wanted 
to be prepared for another potential overflow situation at 
Town Meeting, and they might consider using Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School as a 
site for future capacity Town Meetings, since it is much 
bigger.

Chairman Parker also asked Mr. Perry about the 
Finance Committee's (FinCom) role in the town budget- 
ing process. 

"Generally the FinCom's role is dictated by (state) 
statute/' Mr. Perry said. "It also has the power to ... make 
specific (budget) recommendations (and) endorsements 
relative to specific municipal actions. The FinCom is only 
involved in reserve item transfers or to make a recom- 
mendation at the Town Meeting to change a line item." 

Mr. Perry noted that the only body with "review 
power" over budget line items is the Board of Selectmen, 
which then presents the final budget to Town Meeting 
voters for approval.

Most agree, however, that the play is a bitter 
indictment of capitalism which places business and profit 
above all human relationships.

tune out the poor world; his hope is that they will think 
about the play — rather than feel for its characters — and 
then change the nature of their society to promote greater 
equality 

When it first opened, the play encountered many 
difficulties.

Past Lives

The Butterfly Effect. Starring Ashton Kutcher and Amy 
Smart. Directed by Eric Bress and J. Mackye Gruber. 
Running time: 113 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Evan Treborn (Ashton Kutcher) wants what we Ve all wanted, 
even if only fleetingly, at one time or another — to go back in time 
and change things in our lives for the better. Evan, however, can 
actually do it, though he soon wishes he couldn't. The Butterfly 
Effect follows Evan as he ping-pongs through time and space, 
revisiting the disasters of his childhood and adolescence and 
trying to change a detail here and there to make everything turn 
out differently. The movie, a first feature by writers/ directors Eric 
Bress and J. Mackye Gruber (who wrote last year's Final Destination 
2), tries hard to be affecting and mind-blowing, and sometimes it 
comes close. But most of it is a very remote head game, a screen- 
writers' exercise that sounds better on paper than it plays. 

Some of the horrors in Evan's past include being forced into 
doing homemade kiddie porn at age eight (Eric Stoltz gives a rather 
one-note, transparent performance as the sicko behind the 
camcorder), watching his beloved dog go up in flames, and taking 
part in a prank that goes tragically wrong. Evan is subject to 
blackouts at key moments during these traumas, and he later finds 
that if he reads from one of his journal entries from those days he 
can transport himself back to the traumatic event and do his best 
to alter it. Of course, every time he changes something, he wakes 
up in a whole other reality that came about because of the change, 
sometimes worse off than before. 

The throughline in all of this is Kayleigh (played in adulthood, 
and in variations ranging from a cheerful sorority sister to a heroin- 
addicted hooker, by the appealing Amy Smart), Evan's childhood 
love. The problem is, the movie is so busy skipping between 
timelines that it never establishes a core reality in which we can 
believe in the bond between Evan and Kayleigh. Ashton Kutcher 
(making a credible dramatic debut) and Amy Smart are affection- 
ate together, though in most of their scenes Evan doesn't know 




what's going on and Kayleigh doesn't know why he's so clueless. 

The changes affect other people in Evan's life. There's 
Kayleigh's cartoonishly sadistic brother, and another kid who is or 
isn't emotionally scarred for life by the disastrous prank, and big 
Ethan Suplee as a goth who is or isn't Evan's roommate. Evan 
keeps going back, and everyone keeps getting affected one way or 
another. Evan hits bottom when he's sent to prison for murder, but 
by then we know all he has to do is read from his journals to escape 
that reality (the method by which he does it, after some skinheads 
steal the journals, is somewhat clever), so we know things won't 
suck for him very much longer. The same goes for a sequence in 
which everyone in Evan's life is happy except himself and his 
mom, who made herself terminally ill after he was ... Oh, never 
mind. 

As a message. The Butterfly Effect has solidity: Everything in 
one's life happens for a reason, and going back to change bad 
moments may not necessarily result in a happily-ever-after end- 
ing. As a narrative, though, it holds us at arm's length because 
nothing in it is permanent — nothing we see really counts, and no 
decisions have consequences because Evan can always diddle 
around with them. The very end, which depicts a certain poignant 
self-sacrifice, puts a good cap on the story, but we've been skipping 
around for almost two hours through various realities — some of 
them exceedingly unpleasant — without much of a point in sight 
except for the message, which, to put it mildly, is solid but no big

It would appear there's finally some light at the end of the 
tunnel — or, rather, the hallways of the Rochester Town Hall, to 
be more precise — now that the nearly month-long ''she said, 
she said" tug of war between Town Clerk /Selectman Naida 
Parker and Town Accountant Claudette Coutu has come to a reso- 
lution. 

After three weeks of openly discussing Ms. Coutu's initial 
refusal to sign off on an Employee Action Form (EAF) to increase 
Town Clerk employee Loraine McCombe's part-time position 
from 15 to 20 hours per week, the Board of Selectmen met jointly 
with Ms. Coutu and Ms. McCombe in Executive Session this past 
Monday, February 2 to "air things out," as Selectman Gary Laboa 
suggested the week before. According to Town Clerk Naida 
Parker, not only were Ms. Coutu's actions akin to "harassment" 
but she subsequently alleged that Ms. Coutu made an issue of 
Ms. McCombe's age during a meeting of the Personnel Board. 

This latter charge — which Ms. Parker felt was cause for a 
written reprimand to be placed in Ms. Coutu's personnel file — 
was met with some skepticism by fellow Selectmen Gary Laboa 
and Richard Nunes, and they felt a one-on-one meeting would 
be the better forum for hearing both sides of the story. 

"Why does this have to be settled with a letter in someone's 
file?" Selectman Laboa asked. "It's my opinion that this is just 
another example of squabbling that's been going on between 
departments for some time." 

Indeed, there's probably much truth in that assessment, but 
Ms. Coutu's request to hold what was previously conceived as 
an "open discussion" in Executive Session — especially after the 
matter had already been bantered about publicly for several 
weeks — raises more questions than it answers. If everyone were 
truly committed to swiftly resolving this issue, they would have 
been better-served by having a frank an open discussion and sim- 
ply "airing it out," to borrow Selectman Laboa's phrase. 

But since Ms. Coutu felt the allegations against her were 
potentially damaging to her reputation, she opted for the Execu- 
tive Session route. Town Counsel Daniel C. Perry also supported 
this option, although the board voted 2-to-l in favor of Execu- 
tive Session with Selectman Parker in sole opposition. 

"In my mind, I think we had the right to go into Executive 
Session," Selectman Laboa said after the meeting. Although he 
wouldn't offer details of the hour-long session, he did go on 
record as saying "there will be no further action taken by the 
board and no letters of reprimand will be placed in anybody's 
file." 

Although she wouldn't comment on specifics either, Ms. 
Coutu did say she felt the matter had been resolved and she was 
"satisfied" with the outcome. "I won't comment on the Execu- 
tive Session," she said. 

Curiously, although both Ms. Coutu and Ms. McCombe were 
seen giving each other a cordial hug after the Executive Session 
Monday night, the latter still felt it should have been settled pub- 
licly. 



"I was absolutely against the Executive Session," Ms. 
McCombe said. "As far as I'm concerned, it's over and done with. 
Some people have vendettas (in Town Hall) which have been 
going on for years, but that doesn't involve me." 

To be honest, no one is more eager to see this whole ordeal 
over and done with than yours truly. Frankly, Rochester is not 
known for being clandestine or underhanded in its approach to 
town government, and I don't like even the suggestion that things 
aren't on the up and up. But since this issue was discussed and 
debated in Open Session from the get-go, I think it should have 
be resolved openly as well. If the Board of Selectmen had voted 
to go into Executive Session on day one, this would never have 
warranted as much ink as it already has. 

That being said, now that everyone seems content to let by- 
gones be bygones, we should be able to read all about that hour- 
long Executive Session in its recorded minutes next week, right? 
After all, according to the Open Meeting Law guidelines as posted 
on Attorney General Tom Reilly's website: 

"The minutes or record oj every Executive Session become public 
records from the moment they are created; however, such minutes 'may 
remain secret as long as publication may defeat the lawful purposes of 
the Executive Session, but no longer' (MGL, Chapter 39, Section 9G, 
Paragraph 7). 

"Generally, the decision when to release the minutes of an Execu- 
tive Session is up to the members of the governmental body." 

Yet Town Counsel Daniel C. Perry maintained: "On person- 
nel matters (Executive Session minutes are) never released — I've 
given several opinions on this," he said. "Because of the privacy 
rights of the employee, they are never to be released." 

What I don't understand is this: if the issue has been settled, 
no wrists are getting slapped, no one is being reprimanded, and 
the key parties involved are both content that this is all water 
under the bridge, why wouldn't this resolution now be made 
public? 

Even if nothing else detrimental was said in those 60 min- 
utes behind closed doors, isn't it in everyone's best interest to 
simply set the record straight? 

At least Rochester Town Administrator James Huntoon 
seems to think so. 

"I would recommend that the Executive Session minutes (of 
February 2) be released next week," he said after reviewing the 
pertinent sections of the Open Meeting Law. 

And contrary to Attorney Perry's opinion, a representative 
from Plymouth County District Attorney Timothy J. Cruz's of- 
fice told me if the issue has been resolved and no action was taken 
against the town employee, the Executive Session minutes should 
subsequently be made public. 

Given Rochester's past practice of swiftly approving and re- 
leasing Executive Session minutes within a week's time, I'll be 
looking forward to reporting those minutes verbatim in next 
week's issue and putting this whole controversy to bed once and 
for all.

Senator Earns Approval 

In the legislative report card distributed to House 
and Senate offices today. State Senator Joan M. Menard 
(D-Fall River), has received the highest rating of any 
Senator by the Massachusetts Audubon Society, the 
premier environmental advocacy group in the Common- 
wealth. 

"Southeastern Massachusetts has a fine environ- 
mental champion in Senator Menard,'' said Chris Hardy, 
legislative director for the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society. "We applaud Senator Menard for her outstanding 
environmental voting record this past session." 

The report card rating was based on 23 roll call 
votes pertaining to the environment taken in 2003 (there 
was a total of 476 roll calls in 2003). A majority of these 
votes were overrides on Governor Romney's fiscal 2004 
budget vetoes. 

The average rating score for a senator was an 86 
percent, Menard scored 10 points higher at 96 percent. "It 
is vital to maintain the unique and environmentally rich 
qualities that make Massachusetts such a desirable place 
to live and visit," Senator Menard said. "I will continue to 
work on behalf of sound environmental issues, and will 
continue to urge my colleagues in the senate to do the 
same."
